The reports of the Chief Clerk, Record Clerk, 
Chaplain, Catholic Chaplain, Physician, Chief

year ending with this date.

The same report shows the average number of prison- 
ers fed during the year 1,047.6 
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Average yearly cost per man for subsisteiu'e $42,461 

Average daily cost per man for subsistence .110 

The cost of clothing of prisoners, as shown by same 

report, amounts per man per year to 17.277 

The gross cost per man per day for maintenance, dur- 
ing the year, is .559 

The Chief Clerk's report will show the reasons 
for the increased cost of subsistence and clothing 
over the last fiscal year; while, at the same time, 
the increased population has tended to cause a 
diminution in the average yearly cost per capita of 
maintenance. 

The full report of the Record Clerk makes clear 
our statistical conditions, and the report of the 
Physician shows that the health of the prisoners 
has been looked after carefully. I beg to call 
attention to his recommendation that permanent 
arrangement be provided in the Prison for the 
scientific care and treatment of feeble-minded 
prisoners, who cannot be sent to a Government 
Asylum for insane, and yet who need care which 
they cannot receive under our present accommo- 
dations. The same need is urged for our epileptics, 
and I trust that the matter will be presented fully 
to the coming Congress. 

The prospects for crops from the Farm, Avhich 
were very bright in the early part of the season, 
have been materially injured by the dry Aveather, 
which has prevailed continuously, bvit Ave hope for 
rains following the close of the fiscal year, which 
will enable us to realize a fair return from the work 
of the Farm. 
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I trust that T may not be misunderstood if I 
ask very earnestly that the attention of the Congress 
be called to the necessity of completing the East 
Main Cell Wing, with its supply of cells sufficient 
to enable us to separate the prison population as 
contemplated and required by law. The comple- 
tion of that wing will give us five hundred addi- 
tional cells, and, with a population averaging dur- 
ing the last year 1047.6 inmates, with but four 
hundred and twenty cells at our disposal, it can be 
easily seen that it is impossible to carry out 
properly the legal requirements as to separation of 
ages and grades of prisoners. I shall ask the 
Architects to lay before you in detail an estimate 
of the appropriation necessary to complete the East 
Main Cell Wing during the coming year, and trust 
that the Congress will provide us with the necessary 
funds. We have the labor to complete it if we can 
be furnished with the materials. 

The completion of the Hospital Building, now 
well under way, will release for our use the present 
rooms occupied for hospital purposes, and enable 
us to proceed with the organization of schools, 
Avhich has so long been desired. 

I Avish to express my thanks to the officers, 
foremen and employes, as a rule, for the hearty 
co-operation manifested during the past fiscal year 
in the work of the Prison, and take this occasion 
to renew my thanks to the Attorney-General and 
the Officers of the Department for many favors and 
kindnesses.

I have the honor to submit a report of the 
financial operations of this Penitentiary for the 
fiscal year 1911. The per capita cost of clothing 
and subsistence shown in tables three and four, 
respectively, is a little in excess of the amount 
expended for these items in the previous fiscal 
year; while the gross expenditure per capita in 
table five shows a shght decrease. 

The steadily advancing prices of supplies Avill 
account for the increased cost of subsistence and, in 
part, for the increased cost of the clothing, which 
latter item also includes the expenses of the parole 
officer and cost of night shirts, rubber web sus- 
penders and overcoats, not incurred in the previous 
fiscal year. The decrease in the average yearly cost 
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of maintenance is caused by the increase in the 
average prison population without a corresponding 
increase in the fixed expenses of the Penitentiary.

Sir: 

I have the honor to present herewith my re- 
port for the fiscal year ending June 80, 1911. 

In looking back over the year, I am reminded 
anew that change is written on everything earthly. 
We are not to-day what we were one year ago. 
Only by attending to the duties of each day, as 
they come, can we hope to complete the work 
committed to our hands. 

Since my last report, many new faces have ap- 
peared in our midst and many old faces are miss- 
ing. I am glad to note that only a small per cent 
of the missing ones died during the year. May we 
not hope that those who went out to take up the 
duties and burdens of life again are striving to 
make good ? f^rom letters received at this office, 
there is reason to believe this is true of some. 

No one can view the character of this field 
and the magnitude of the work placed in the Chap- 
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Iain's hands, and not realize that his responsibiHty 
is great; he, himself, often feels like saying with 
one of old, ^^Who is sufficient for these things?'' 
Remembering, however, that the race is not to 
the swift, nor the battle to the strong, but rather 
to the faithful, he enters the new year with no less 
faith in God, or interest in the welfare of his fallen 
brothers. After several years experience in this 
kind of work, the Chaplain is still of the opinion 
that the criminal can be reformed. He must be- 
lieve this or he should yield his place to someone 
who does. Because a man is behind prison bars, 
does that fact limit the power of the Gospel or 
make the man less susceptible to the influences of 
Divine truth? True, one might become so inur- 
ed to a life of crime that he does not want to re- 
form ; yet, something might occur that would turn 
the thought of the prodigal toward a better life and 
awaken in him the desire to feed on food more 
nutritious than the husks of this world. There is 
every reason to believe that the good seed sown 
within prison walls does not fall altogether on 
stony ground. It is this fact that inspires hope 
and courage in the heart of the prison worker. 

The religious part of the work has been con- 
ducted very much in method as in former years. 
Though attendance upon public worship is com- 
pulsory, the attention given is usually excellent. 
Only one thing appears to mar the pleasure and 
profit of these services, and that is bad acoustics. 
It is difficult to interest an audience, however 
important the subject, if the speaker's words are 
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not clearly heard. We are all affected, more or 
less, by our environment. The correction of thie 
defect in our otherwise splendid Chapel, if it can 
be made, would be greatly appreciated by those in- 
terested. 

The preaching has been along evangelical and 
practical lines, having in view the salvation and 
reformation of those committed to the care of this 
Institution. If I have spoken any word or done 
any work during the year now closing that shall 
prove helpful to even a few of these erring broth- 
ers, then my service here has not been in vain. 

The prison choir and orchestra, under the 
leadership of Mr. Henry Suberkrup, have render- 
ed faithful service and are to be commended for 
the interest they have taken in keeping up the 
musical part of pubhc worship. 

The Bible School, or Teaching Service, con- 
tinues to grow in interest. This is evident, not so 
much by an increased attendance as by the 
thought and study given to the lessons from week 
to week. 

The Chaplain continues to be both Superin- 
tendent and Teacher of the School, and has taken 
great pleasure in this part of his work. He is of 
the opinion that better results could be had by 
classifying the School and procuring teachers for 
the respective classes. Should this plan be adopt- 
ed it will be necessary to select teachers from 
among the prisoners, as it will be difficult to get 
them from the outside. I have hesitated to rec- 
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ommend the plan to you, lest it might not prove 
effective, on account of frequent changes in the 
teaching force by reason of the expiration of sen- 
tences. However, after mature deliberation, I have 
decided to do so. I count this feature of my 
work not only interesting, but fundainental in 
the reformation of the criminal. 

In addition to this service, a prayer meeting 
is held in the early morning of Sundays, of which 
mention was made in my last report. Then it 
was merely tentative, not knowing whether it 
would be feasible in this place. But, after a year's 
trial, I am glad to say that no mistake was made 
in its appointment; it has been a success, because 
helpful to those attending it. As a rule, only 
those interested in spiritual things care to attend 
meetings of this character. Nothing contributes 
more to the promotion of good discipline than 
sane thinking along ethical and evangelical lines. 
Hence the importance of all these meetings in 
penal institutions. 

As it has not yet been found practicable to 
open a school for the benefit especially of the illit- 
erates, text-books continue to be drawn by many 
for use in cells. By this means some are learn- 
ing to read and write, which is a source of much 
satisfaction to them. No doubt illiteracy and bad 
environment contribute much to crime. The 
home and society are largely responsible for the 
crime record. This fact in no way shields 
or excuses the criminal who does wrong with his 
eyes wide open. 
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That education is an important factor in less- 
ening crime is doubtless true. A chaplain who 
has had many years experience in prison work 
says: *^It is a rare case that one who has entered 
the school as an ilHterate and learned to read has 
been returned to the prison after his discharge. 
Such cases will not average one a year in this 
prison and, to my knowledge, none has been in- 
carcerated in any other prison. May we not judge 
from this that the criminality of such is largely 
due to their illiteracy, and the solution of the 
problem of the reformation of this class is their 
education?^' 

Our Library is well equipped for our work and 
is supplied with books in sufficient number and 
character to meet the demands of the place. Care 
has been taken in the selection of books so that 
nothing of a trifling or pernicious nature could be 
placed in the hands of the readers. One of the 
duties of the Chaplain is to examine all books sent 
to prisoners by mail and approve only such 
as he can recommend. 

Two hundred and eighty- two new books were 
purchased and sixty-nine donated and placed on 
the shelves of our Library during the fiscal year, 
thus making the whole number of books now in 
circulation among our Prison population, eight 
thousand and thirty-five. In order that the pris- 
oners might have the use of the new books, it was 
necessary to get out a supplement, No. 2, to our 
catalogue, which came from the press last March. 
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Since the publication of this supplement eighteen 
books have been donated to the Library. 

As many of our books have been in use here 
a long time and others are cheaply bound, it was 
found necessary to send three hundred and forty- 
six books to the Prison Bindery for repairs. These 
were put in good condition and have been placed 
again on the library shelves. Two books were 
condemned on account of being worn out. 

More library books were given out to prison- 
ers this year than any previous year in the history 
of the Institution, the number being thirty-three 
thousand and eight, an increase over last year of 
more than twenty-six per cent. This can be 
largely accounted for by the great increase in our 
population. 

A number of religious papers and periodicals 
came to us quite regularly from publishers and 
friends. These were given out to such persons as 
would appreciate this class of literature. We are 
grateful to the donors, especially to Mrs. Maud B. 
Booth for her continued and generous contribu- 
tion of four hundred Volunteers' Gazettes, each 
month during the year. In sending this litera- 
ture, the ''Little Mother'' is silently wielding an 
influence for good, the value and extent of which 
only eternity can tell. 

When prisoners arrive here I obtain, as far as 
possible, a complete statement of their religious 
and educational antecedents, and parental and con- 
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jugal relations. The following table gives the 
result :

Just here, let me say that a large per cent of 
those who attended the common schools were he- 
low the fifth grade ; and very many of the Sunday 
school pupils graduated very early in life. This 
may account in part, at least, for their departure 
from the path of moral rectitude. 

It is my duty and privilege to visit the sick in 
the Hospital and to hold a brief Christian service 
in the Annex twice a month. 

I would not close this report without men- 
tioning the helpful services by some of the city 
pastors and visiting brethren. Rev. E. A. Fre- 
denhagen, General Superintendent of the Society 
for the Friendless, has addressed the men at various 
times, also, Revs. Ricker and White of the same

Society. I may also mention a lecture on *^The 
Joy of Labor'' given by Rev. John McClary, 
which was greatly enjoyed by all ; also, an address 
by Prof. Wilson, of Ottawa University, Kansas. 
Nor would I overlook the splendid address by Mr. 
W. S. Framkin, of Brooklyn, N. Y. We hope 
they will pass this way again in the near future. 

Miss Edith Campion, our efficient pianist, 
continues to render faithful service in the Chapel 
w^hen we come together for Divine worship. 

In concluding, I would say that the year has 
afforded me much encouragement in my work. 
My association with the officers and employes has 
been most pleasant. 

The visible results of the year's work have 
not reached the full measure of our expectations, 
but we believe the Divine blessing has been upon 
our efforts. Some have professed conversion and 
others have indicated a desire to lead a different 
and better life. Recently, four prisoners were 
baptized upon a profession of their faith in Christ 
as their Savior. They are living, so far as I can 
see, a correct life. 

May the Divine blessing attend our efforts as 
we enter upon the new year.

I herewith send my report as Catholic Chap- 
lain for the year ending June 30, 1911. 

The year just ended has been a very success- 
ful one as far as the Federal Prison and the Cath- 
olic Chaplaincy are concerned. 

We attended the Institution and said iVIass 
and preached to the Catholic subjects therein 
twice a month, viz: First and third Sundays and 
also on Christmas, at all of which times we were 
well received by the authorities and subjects of the 
Prison. 

While it is almost impossible to arrive at the 
exact number of Catholics in the Institution, we 
can, with a fair degree of accuracy, state the 
practical number. On Easter morning seventy- 
two performed their Easter duty by receiving 
Holy Communion, and this represents the average 
number attending Devotions. 

We were called, on two occasions, to assist at 
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the death bed of two of the dying prisoners, and 
once to a funeral service in the CathoHc Chapel. 

Besides the work of the priests a class of Cat- 
echism is taught by two of the Sisters of Charity 
every Sunday, and as a result of their labors I 
baptized two of the prisoners, who voluntarily pre- 
sented themselves, and received them formally in- 
to the Church. 

The Chapel itself is kept in becoming order 
by one of the prisoners. During the year we were 
in need of some articles necessary for the celebra- 
tion of Mass, and these were donated by a sister- 
hood in Philadelphia, whose work it is to make 
and distribute these articles. The Prison, too, 
gave some woodwork which was necessary, such 
as picture frames, book-stand, etc. , so that now the 
Chapel is in excellent condition for the celebration 
of Mass. 

Thanking you for all past favors, I beg to re- 
main in the future as ever.

Sir: 

I have the honor to submit herewith the sick and 
sanitary report for the fiscal year ending June 30, 191 1. 

There were 21,123 "^^" reported on sick call 
during the past fiscal year, of whom the following dis- 
position was made: 611 were admitted to the Hospital 
for treatment; 416 were sent to Quarters where they 
were treated and excused from duty for the day; and 
the remaining 20,096 were prescribed for, treated, or 
dressed, as indicated in their respective cases, and re- 
turned to duty. This number includes those who re- 
ported to see the Dentist and Occulist, and while it is 
somewhat in excess of the number reporting the 
previous year, it is comparatively less when the in- 
crease in the average daily population is taken into 
consideration. The fact that I was obliged, for some 
time, to issue tooth powder and brushes on sick call, 
also increased the number of men reporting. 

In addition to the 611 prisoners who were 
admitted to the Hospital from sick call, I sent 279 
men there during the year, as I always immediately 
place men in the Hospital when their condition indicates 
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that they are in need of hospital attention, no differ- 
ence what time of day or night this may occur. This 
brings the total admitted during the last fiscal year 
up to 890, which, while only one less than the number 
admitted last year, is quite a decrease when one 
considers the fact that the average daily population has 
increased almost 7 per cent. This decrease in admissions 
to the Hospital is ascribed, not to any lack of willing- 
ness on my part to place sick men in the Hospital, but 
to the fact that ventilation, sanitation and other pro- 
phylactic measures have been so vigilantly enforced, the 
climatic conditions have been more than usually ideal 
for the promotion of health in general, and that each 
succeeding year I try to improve and bring nearer to 
perfection my methods of diagnosis and treatment. 

I was obliged to contend with several epidemics 
during the past fiscal year, making it necessary for me 
to quarantine 49 of the men who were admitted to 
the Hospital and 3 of those sent to Quarters. The 
initial case in each of these epidemics which are out- 
lined in the succeeding paragraph of this report, 
developed in a newly arrived prisoner who undoubt- 
edly contracted the disease before arrival here, and 
while no fatalities resulted, the rapid spread of the 
disease demonstrates how great is the necessity for an 
Isolating Station or Ward, or Receiving Building, where 
each arriving prisoner should be placed under obser- 
vation until such time as I could give him a thorough 
and complete analytic examination, and until the 
period of incubation in all infectious and contagious 
diseases had passed. A large majority, if not all, the 
resulting cases in such diseases as I shall mention 
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below, could have been prevented if such a mode of 
handling new prisoners had been installed. 

On November 25, 1910, a case of varicella 
developed in a prisoner who had been brought in a few 
days before, and several days later three other cases 
appeared ; prompt quarantining of these cases 
prevented any further spread of the disease. On 
December 2, 19 10, a prisoner was brought in, and 
two days later was placed in the Hospital with what 
was then thought to be an ordinary case of follicular 
tonsilitis, but which later proved to be diphtheria; in 
a very short time the infection had spread until 29 
prisoners were afflicted, and just at a time when we had 
the disease thoroughly in check, another man, among 
a consignment of arriving prisoners, proved, upon mi- 
croscopic examination, to have a virulent case of diph- 
theria, and by the time that we had this second infection 
thoroughly in hand, a total of 40 cases had resulted. 
By strict quarantine and the use of diphtheria anti- 
toxin we were able to successfully curb the epidemic 
without any fatalities. On the 29th of December, 
1 9 10, a case of erysipelas of an unusually severe type 
developed, followed in a few days by three others. 
These were kept isolated and eventually recovered, 
although one prisoner was in a very serious condition 
for several weeks. On February 13,191 1, a prisoner was 
brought to the Institution and was immediately placed 
in the Hospital on account of a fever which he was car- 
rying; the following morning a rash began to appear 
over his body, which later proved to be a typical case 
of measles. The prisoner was promptly isolated and 
a strict quarantine placed over him, as the result of 
which only one other case developed. Both cases re- 
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covered without complications. The three cases that 
were quarantined in Quarters were all cases of scabies 
(itch) in newly arrived prisoners, probably the result 
of the unsanitary condition of the jails in which they 
were confined prior to transfer here. 

Our method of treatment and isolation of tuber- 
cular patients has proved its worth during the last 
year, as only 35 cases were treated during this period, 
! 2 of which were carried over from the preceding year. 
Of the 23 cases admitted during the year, 15 still re- 
main in the Tubercular Annex and 8 have been re- 
turned to duty as cured, or at least sufficiently recov- 
ered as not to be a menace to other prisoners. We 
had three deaths from this much dreaded disease and 
all were men who had the disease well developed in 
some form when admitted to this Prison. Wonderful 
progress is being made in the prophylaxis and treat- 
ment of this disease, and, with the aid of the valuable 
experiments and discoveries that are being made in the 
medical world, and the liberal and intelligent backing 
of the Department, I hope to be of material aid in 
stamping out the white plague. 

Of the T I deaths which occurred during the last 
fiscal year, which, by the way, is a very low per cent 
for an average daily population of 1,047.60, nine died 
of chronic afflictions which would eventually have ter- 
minated fatally, no difference what the environment, 
and the other two were old men of low vitality, who 
were not able, even with the assistance of the best ef- 
forts which we could bestow upon them, to combat 
the diseases with which they were afflicted. Of the 
nine chronic cases mentioned above, one died of heart 
rupture — the patient having a dilated heart when ad- 
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mitted to this Prison; three of tuberculosis — the dis- 
ease in each case, as noted in the preceding para- 
graph, being contracted prior to admission to this In- 
stitution; one of chronic nephritis — the patient being 
afflicted with the disease when admitted; one of spe- 
cific brain tumor — the result of syphilis of 20 years 
standing; one of lung congestion; one of cerebral 
hemorrhage (apoplexy) — the patient being afflicted 
with atheroma of his heart and arteries when admitted; 
and one of pulmonary hemorrhage; of the remaining 
two, one died of duodenal abscess, which was consid- 
ered inoperable on account of the extremely weak 
condition of the patient, and the other was a case of 
lobar pneumonia in an old man, in which the debility 
of age hastened and assisted the fatal termination. 

Men who were brought to this Prison during the 
past fiscal year addicted to the use of narcotics, of 
whom there were eight, were all immediately placed 
under treatment to cure the "habit" (opium eaters and 
smokers, morphine and chloral fiends, etc.) to which 
they were addicted, each treatment being followed 
with gratifying results. Our work in this line has 
been particularly effective and beneficial, as those who, 
when admitted to this Prison, were partial or com- 
plete physical wrecks, have been discharged or are 
still confined here in so much better physical condi- 
tion — and it necessarily follows that the moral and 
mental condition is bettered accordingly — as to be 
hardly recognizable as the same individuals, and, with 
the scientific treatment which they have received and 
the prolonged and enforced abstinence from the use 
of the particular narcotic to which they were addicted, 
it is reasonable to believe that they will never again 
return to their former habits. 
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Accidents at this Prison have been comparatively 
few during the past year, being confined to one eye 
lost, one leg and one arm broken, and a few minor 
fractures and injuries of a miscellaneous nature. In 
the prevention of such cases as those above mentioned, 
I have had the hearty co-operation of the Officers and 
Foremen of the Institution, for which I am duly 
thankful. 

While I have done considerable surgical work 
during the past fiscal year, I have confined myself to 
those cases in which operative treatment was an imme- 
diate necessity, as, until my facilities for this work are 
enlarged and bettered by the completion of the new 
Hospital, the danger of post-operative infections is 
almost, if not quite, as great as the danger of the dis- 
ease. In this respect I am also greatly handicapped 
in laboratory diagnostic work, as I have neither room 
nor facilities such as are required for the proper execu- 
tion of this most valuable aid to diflferential diagnosis. 
This lack of facilities will be remedied upon the com- 
pletion of the new Hospital, but unless some provi- 
sion is made, I will then, as now, be without a com- 
petent corps of assistants. 

I beg to call your particular attention to one 
class of prisoners and to the fact that there is no pro- 
vision made for their care at present, and that the 
condition will not be materially changed upon the 
completion of the new Hospital. I refer to those 
suflFering with diflFerent mental derangements — the 
feeble-minded, the epileptic, and the many types of 
insanity. 

In a few instances upon a single examination, or 
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after a few days' observation, a positive diagnosis can be 
made, but in the majority of cases it i,s a matter of 
prolonged and close observation before a conclusion 
can be arrived at, and especially whether it is a case 
of insanity or one of malingering. 

After I make a diagnosis, it is necessary for me 
to call in the Government expert alienist to concur or 
dissent before even a recommendation is made as to 
the disposal of the case; all this takes time, and in 
the interval the patient is necessarily kept under 
restraint, for which we have no provision at present 
other than the ordinary isolation cells in the Punish- 
ment Building, which are entirely unfitted for that pur- 
pose and were not designed or intended for such use. 

Many of the men who are of unsound mind do 
not continue indefinitely in this condition, but finally 
either temporarily or permanently recover, and natu- 
rally a greater per cent are restored to their right 
minds by carefully applied proper treatment, which 
includes not only medicine, but environment. The 
majority of them have periods of active manifestation 
of their mental derangement with long intervals of 
quiesence or latency. On several occasions the active 
period had been passed by the time that authority was 
received from the Department to transfer a man to 
the Asylum at Washington, and he was finally returned 
to us only to relapse when another active period 
developed. 

Our epileptics, of whom there are always several, 
have variable periods of mental aberration, some be- 
fore, some after, and others both before and after their 
seizures, and they can not safely be cared for in any 
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Other way than by some provision for restraint, and 
on account of the irregularity of their seizures it is 
necessary that the worst of them be confined all of the 
time to prevent them from doing harm to themselves 
and injury to their fellow prisoners. 

The feeble-minded, of whom we have a few con- 
tinually with us, as a rule are harmless, but they are a 
menace to any gang of workmen with which they are 
associated and are, almost without exception, vicious 
in their habits. 

I urgently recommend that some permanent ar- 
rangement be provided in this Prison for the scien- 
tific care and treatment of this class of prisoners, 
which to my mind, is not only the humane solution 
of the problem, but would be a matter of no incon- 
siderable economy to the Department.

We have under construction the Hospital 
Building, which is well advanced ; East Main Cell 
Wing; Female Annex enclosing wall, which is 
well advanced; East Main Entrance and Sally- 
port, which are also well advanced; temporary 
Shop Building for fabricating steel fronts for the 
East Main Cell Wing, and various sundry work. 

The Report with its different tables will show 
in detail material manufactured for construction 
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purposes, material pureliased and consumed, labor 
performed and how and where (h'stributed. The 
completion and carrying-on of the work mentioned 
made necessary the performance of a large amount 
of incidental work, such as scaffolding, derricks 
and hoists, temporary stockades, fences, etc. 
This and the further fact that buildings which have 
been in use for several years required considerable 
attention in the way of repairs, makes it impracti- 
cable to tabulate or enumerate all matters in de- 
tail further than herewith.

I have the honor to present herewith my 
annual report for the fiscal year ending June 80, 
1911. 

The work stock has been in good condition 
and health throughout the year with the exception 
of one mule that died from spasmodic colic. Dur- 
ing the year four mules and one mare were con- 
demned and sold, they being unfit for further use. 
Ten mules were purchased for use in the Construc- 
tion and Maintenance Departments. Our dairy herd 
is doing well and giving good results, as will be 
seen by the amount and value of milk produced. 
We had splendid results from our hogs the past 
year, having killed 207 head, making 50,780 lbs. 
of fresh pork. We had the misfortune this spring 
to get cholera in one of our herds, causing a loss of 
70 head; however, we have the disease checked, 
and have on hand 115 head, 30 of which are brood 
sows. 

On account of the extreme drouth the crops 
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this summer will be very short, Irish potatoes be- 
ing largely a failure. 

A large amount of work with the teams, rather 
more than in years past, has been done in the 
Construction Department.
